News from the Range Which Can 
be Relied Upon—Elke Improv- 


Regular Correspondence Gazette. ]} 
ELKO, March 14. 

EpITtoR RENo GAZETTE: — The 
weather signs of the times seem to 
indicate that a delightful spring 
awaits us and is battiing manfully 
for her rightful position as a compo- 
nent part of the year, and to lavish 
with a bountiful hand all of 
Nature's gracious gifts that make 
this season of the year so delightful. 
Her approach is celebrated in 
Nature’sown and appropriate ways; 
her paths are strewn with flowers 
and her fields are green; her advent 
brings prosperity and bappiness, 
while cold winter scornfally and 
reluctantly troops off to his Arctic 
home for the time being. May his 
annual visits hereafter be of short 
duration and the harshness of his 
administration be softened by the 
gentle hand of moderation, is, I can 
assure you, the sincef prayer of 
every cowboy in Eastern Nevada. 

From the preparation now on 
foot by many of the citizens of 
Elko, as well as future plans that 
aré being discussed, I am of the 
opinion that a large amount of im- 
provements will be made during the 
latter part of the present spring and 
the early part of the coming sum- 
mer, in the erection of new build- 
ings and repairing of old ones; also 
in the laying out of extensive 
grounds for ornamental and garden 
purposes, and the planting of shade 
and fruit trees. The present popu- 
lation of Elko are here to stay, and 
hence a determination on their part 
to improve and beautify their 
homesteads with all of the modern 
comforts and pleasing surround- 
ings. 

CATTLE AND COWBOYS. 

Mr. Fuller, the principal major- 
domo of Russell & Bradley’s south- 
ern range, arrived in town the day 
before yesterday, and from this 
gentleman I glean the following 
intelli : Mound and Huntiug- 
ton valleys have been inspected by 
him by making a most thorough 
tour of observation through the en- 
tire range. He found but very few 
dead cattle, although the mortality 


among calves was larger than the 
average. Whenever he found dead 
cattle it was generally upon that 
portion of the range very closely 
pastured down last fall, but, all 
things considered, he regards the 
result of the past winter and its ef- 
fects upon the stock as satisfactory. 

Mr. Sadler of Eureka is now 
feeding 1,500 out of 2,000 head at 
the Crawford ranch, some 50 miles 
south of Elko and 40 miles north of 
Eureka. His ranch is one of the 
most productive hay rancbes of its 
size in that neighborhood. James 
McCoy has alse a small bunch of 
cattle in the same locality. He is 
now feeding about 200 head. 

Thad Porter, whois major-domo 
over the band of stock belonging 
to Litton & Hunter, at present lo- 
cated on White Riyer, White Pine 
county, about 125 miles south of 
the railroad, reports eousiderable 
snow during the past winter in that 
locality aud in the valley proper to 
the depth of 12 to 14 inches, some- 
thing very unusual in that valley. 
Since the early part of February 
there has been but little snow in the 
valley proper to interfere with 
the grazing of the cattle, which is 
from fair to good for the season, 
and that the cattle under bis charge 
bave come out of the winter much 
better than he anticipated,and that 
the loss will be but a trifle, if any, 
over the general average. r. Por- 
ter has n a cowboy from early 


obosen none stand higher. He 
can tell at a single glance, with 
unerring certainty,al most the num- 
ber of cows or steers in any one 
given bunch as well as the weight 
of a steer or Gow within a few 
pounds, I do not think there is a 
single brand in all eastern Nevada 
that be cannot instantly recognize 
and know to whom the stock be- 


lon 

A. Farnsworth & Co., late 
of San. Jose, California, have a 
8 fine bunch of graded stock on 
their ranch on South Fork, some 
twenty miles south of Elko. These 
gentlemen are now purchasing all 
of the cattle that they can cet at a 
reasonable figure, as their stock 
bas eome out of the winter in such 
aig condition and with so little 
oss, notwithstanding the unprece- 
dented winter months of December 
and January, They believe no bet- 
ter country can be found for the 
raising of all kinds of stock than 
eastern Nevada, where only ordi- 
nary care and partial feeding are 
required to carry on the business 
successfully.

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Brothers, has some 3,000 or more 
head of stock that have wintered in 
and vicinity in Elko 
county. his gentleman did not 
make extended preparations for 
feeding so large a band, and it is 
therefore believed bis loss or death 
rate among his cattle wil! be un- 
usually heavy. 

Hackwood & Co. have a nice little 
bunch of eattle, consisting of 400 
cows and steers, and 200 head of 
yearlings, which they have fed 
sparingly up to a few days ago, but, 
as their hay was nearly exhausted, 
they deemed it best to turn out about 
100 head that were in reasonable 
good condition so as to enable them 
to carry the others through. Their 
loss will be insignificant. Their 
stock is situated west of Hunting- 
ton valley. |

It-is believed by 
the vacqueros in charge that the 
coming vrop of calvesin this vast 
region of country will be equal to 
any former season, or io the lan- 
guage of a major-domo whose letter 
is now before me:: We expecta 
ealf in every bush; the woods will 
be full of em.“ This vast region 
of country is now supporting not 
less than 50,000 to 55,000 head of 
horned cattle, as well as large bands 
of horses and droves of sheep. It is 
unquestionably a stock - raising 
country in every sense of the word 
—grass and water are plenty, natu- 
ral shelter from storm good in the 
way of deep canyons, and timber 
and thick bunches of willows fringe 
allof the water courses that come 
down from the great Bruneau range 
of mountains. 
From a caudid and careful review 
of the present stock situation, so 
far as I have been advised, in 
eastern Nevada and southern 
Idaho, I am construed to the con- 
clusion that there will be no marked 
advance in the price of stock the 
coming season unless unusual losses 
are sustained in other cattle fields 
of the nation. I have resided in 
this country nineteen years, and in 
1869 I could have counted upon my 
fingers the total number of cattie 
holdings in Eiko county. But to- 
day they may be enumerated al- 
most by the hundreds. Every 
raucher is in a certain sense aud to 
a certain extent a stockraiser, hold- 
ing from 100 or less head of cattle 
up to tae thousands, and while the 
general tenor of the news from the 
southern rauges show loss in caives 
and poor stock, yet in the northern 
ranges the death rate of old stock 
will be light and the output of 
valves over the general average. 
For these and other cogent 
reasons which readily suggest them- 
selves to stockmen, I cannot see 
how any materi l advance in stock 
can be maintained during the com- 
iug season. AMERICAN.

The Manner of Godfrey Cheodolot's 
Death Being Investigated. 

The death of Godfroy Chodolot, 
and the manner in which be re- 
ceived the fatal iojuries, were 
deemed of sufficient importance by 
Coroner Brown to warrant him in 
causing an official investigation to 
be made. He accordingly impan- 
eled a jury this morning and the 
following proceedings were had. 
The testimony of the witnesses ex- 


amined being too. voluminous a 
synopsis of the most important 
will only be given: 

Mrs. Kate Cronan testified: I 
was not acquainted with the de- 
ceased. I first saw him standing by 
the cars, and then I saw him get- 
ting down on his knees. Then he 
took off his hat and laid it one side. 
Then be laid bis bead across the 
track and put his bands down at 
each side; and then the two last 
wheels over him. 
The train was just about to etart, 
and when it did he just got deliber- 
ately down on his knees; he got 
down with premeditated ease, laid 
his head on the rail, after taking off 
his cat. He did not faint 
or stumble, but did it with apparent 
premeditation. My sister was with 
me, and saw whatidid. It was on 
Sunday morning last I saw what I 
have related. 

J. E. ie testified: I knew 
deceased in his life-time. * * * 
I saw bim last Sunday morning. 
I was walking up and down the 
track. I saw him standing by some 
cars that were there. The 
passenger train was standing on 
the opposite track. I think that it 
was afew minutes after that that 
my sister, Mrs. Cronan, remarked: 
0 K at that man!“ I turned 
around and saw him, and it looked 
to me that he was trying to crawl 
under the truck of the coach. The 
cars started and dragged him seven 
or eight feet before he got clear. 
After the coach passed, Mr. Aitkin 
and myself picked him up and all 
he said to us was: Take me home.“ 
* * * I think from the action 
of the deceased that he crawled in 
there purposely. I don’t see how 
it could be any other way. Nothing 
could have struck him as he was 
on the left-hand sie of the depot 
looking east. * * * When he 
got down to put bis head on the 
rail there was nothing to indicate 
that he fainted or stumbled, and in 
the next place the cars were too 
close together to fall uader if he 


had fallen. 
Dr. testified: I 
called to attend the 
deceased. * [t was the day 
after the suicide. [Here the doctor 
described the nature of the injuries 
and the operation of amputating 
the risht arm.] I have not seen 
him since his death. He did not 
receive such treatment as I would 
have been glad to have given him. 
I think be would have died as he 
was an old man and the amputation 
at the suoulder joint is a ser- 
ious one. I did not rform 
the operation with the hope of 
saving his life. There should have 
been a competent nurse. Many 
things were utterly neglected, and 
I told them (Mr. and Mrs. Nadon) 
a nurse was absolutely necessary. 
They thought it unnecessary. I 
was called on Monday evening; I 
am a Httle confused as to dates. * 
* * He did not have necessary 
bed-clothes; he had a straw mat- 
tress; he had a very hard pillow; I 
changed it myself fora softer one; 
it was a very hard straw mattress. 
There was objectious made to my 
using other articles on account of 
the fearof their being spoiled; but 
still I did use them * 0 a 
[ will say that so far as Dr. Zimmer 
is concerned he showed humane 
and commendable conduct, but he 
needed efficient service. I was 
sent for through Dr. Zim- 
mer’s request, but against 
the objections of Mr. Nadon, 
the son-in-law of deceased. The 
old man would have died long 
before had it not been for the 
faithful and efficient services of Dr. 
Zimmer. 

Miss Esther Briggs also testified. 
She corroborated the statements 
made by J. E. Stanaway and Mrs. 
Cronan. 

Haviug taken all the testimony 
procurable this morning the inquest 
was adjourned till Monday.
